Tricks and Treats 


F n m the Wall Street Joomal: 
The Hou se vote to scrap the flexible price 
•u pport program partakes more of political 
trickery than anything else since the Senate 
gan be cou nted on to keep it from happening. 
Hou se Democrats ju st want to make a cam- 
paogn record, 
Tht idea is that by approving a hill to restore 
the high, rigid price su pports they will be 
dangling a treat in front of the nation's farm­ 
ers. Thlf evidence of their interest in the 
farmen* welfare is au ppoeed to lu re the farm 
vo^e back to the Democratic fold come 195« , 
Withou t the risk of actu ally reimpoaing the 
rigid su pport program. 
How farmers will react to this bit of political 
bait, w# don’t know. We concede federal hand­ 
ou ts often work wonders at the ballot boxes, 
bu t It will be a fu nny bu siness if the farmers 
are fooled by this particu lar morsel. 
Fo r the flexible price su pport prc^am of the 
administration, thou gh it is on the law honks, 
la no t yet in practical effect. It only comet 
Into play this year with the cu rrent crops. Up 
to no w the old rigid program has been in effect. 


So anything that Is wrong with the present 
farm markeMng stru ctu re, or farm price levels, 
cannot be blamed on a program that hasn’t 
begu n. If the farm situ ation is in a mess—and 
that it u ndou btedly is-then the villain is the 
farm program that the Hou se Democrats want 
to keep. 
It was the old program that piled u p ih» » 
warehou ses to bu rsting, 
that 
impelled 
the 
wastefu l tilling of marginal lands, that has al­ 
most destroyed farm export markets and ham­ 
pered cwiau mption at home, that has made 
farm management a fiefdom to government 
bu reau cracy and played hob with the farmers' 
prices in the market place. 
The new program, enacted last su mmer, was 
adopted precisely becau se of this mess. More 
flexibility in price su pports, as a pilot effort 
with the dairy program ahowt, crffers at least 
some hope of u ntangling it. 
What the Democrats propose is to abandon 
the hope u ntried and to retu rn to what has 
been proven hopeless. It wou ld be cu riou s in­ 
deed if farmers can be tempted by this kind 
of a tricked-il-u p treat. 


Behind the Bonn Repu blic 


It took the Germans less than three months 
•iter the end of World War I to establi.sh the 
Weimar repu blic in place of the Kai.ier’s em­ 
pire. This time it has taken 10 years since the 
•nd of World War II to establish the Bonn Re­ 
pu blic as a sovereign nation in su ccession to 
Adcrif Hitler’s Third Reich. And Germany is 
■till divided, with its eastern part u nder Polish 
Commu nist and Soviet Ru ssian occu pation. 
Germany fou ght World War I on the soil 
of other cou ntries. At the end it was exhau sted 
bu t u ndamaged. It was only after the armistice 
that Allied troops moved in to occu py it. Ger­ 
many then never ceased to be a sovereign na­ 
tion, and only a small part erf its territory was 
CKCu pitd. 
This time evtry German, man. woman and 
child, had Uit opportu nity to find ou t what 
war was like. 
While the bomber planes of the United States 
t n | BrUain rained destru ction cwi German 
cities, ths armies of the Western Allies and 
the Ru ssians swept over Germany to meet at 
the Elbe River. This ou ght to prove an im­ 
portant factor if tome fu tu re Hitler arises and 
calls on Germans to materialize his dreams 
of conqu est. 
One Interesting thing is that the Germans 
have enjoyed more stable government in the 
years since World War II than they did in the 
years between the end of World War I in 1918 
■nd the rise of Hitler in 1933. It is forgotten 
now that after the Kaiser’s regime collapsed. 
It was ■ very close qu esticm whether Ger­ 
many wou ld become a democracy or a Soviet 
repu blic. Friedrich Ebert. Socialist leader and 
labor u nion organizer, did more than any man 


to save Germany from Commu nism then. 
Ebert had been named chancellor after the 
armistice. He su cceeded in su ppressing se­ 
riou s Commu nist u prisings in Berlin in De­ 
cember. 191« , and Janu ary, 1919. Ebert in­ 
sisted that elections be held. As the resu lt, a 
naticHial 
assembly 
met 
at Weimar, in the 
wooded hills of central Germany, and set u p 
what was called the Wiemar repu bic, in Febru ­ 
ary. 1919, 
Ebert was elected president. Had he not died 
—on Feb. 2« , 192.5—there might never have 
been a Nazi Germany. Ebert developed into 
a statesman of world statu re. He died u nder 
the strain frf office. 
Germany wae beset by political and ecwomic 
problems, and no leader emerged to tak# 
Ebert’s place. No leader, that is, u ntil Hitler. 
Most Germans knew he was a frau d and a 
menace. Bu t they were ripe for a dictatorship. 
Citizen Kennedy 
It is hardly likely that Captain Walter Ken­ 
nedy of the Salvation Army will work any 
harder for the commu nity after becoming an 
American citizen on Monday. Unlikely, be­ 
cau se he has already been u p to his ears in 
commu nity work. He has worked on Red Crws 
drives and ia an enthu siastic member of Ro­ 
tary. He stormed the bu siness areas selling 
tickets for the baseball games to keep the 
Lincoln Chiefs. Lincoln has gained a citizen 
in the technical sense cmly, as he has been a 
citizen a long time in heart and good works. 
HLs comment, "It means that ou tside of heaven, 
it 15 the greatest citizenship in the world," is 
something for other citizens to remember.

PARIS—On the su rface there’s a wave of 
peace talk. It’s the kind that can deceive mil­ 
lions of people everywhere and dash their 
hopes in bitter disappointment when they learn 
the sad tru th. The top government officials in 
the alAed governments indu lge in 
the peace talk becau se they are 
forced Into it by Soviet strategy 
on the one hand and by political 
influ ences on the other. 
Having no political axes to 
grind and having no responsibil­ 
ity to any political party or fac­ 
tion. this writer can give the 
facts as he finds them, u npleas­ 
ant thou gh they may be. 
For one thing, United States government of­ 
ficials privately haven’t any illu sions abou t 
what is happening. They know the 
Soviet 
leopard hasn’t changed

spots, 
bu t. for 
variou s reasons, this isn’t the time to stand 
off and say so. 
To do this wou ld pu t a crimp In the elec­ 
tion campaign of the British Conservatives, and 
it is an open secret that many of ou r officials 
fear that a labor socialist victory might mean 
that World W’ar III wou ld be brou ght nearer 
rather than made remote as the socialists 
claim. This is becau se 
the Socialist Labor 
Party leaders faver appeasement not only in 
Eu rope, ju st as Chamberlain did in 1938, bu t 
they favor it in the Far East, and this cou ld 
bring on a war with Red China. In fact, a Brit­ 
ish election victory for the Laborites may tou ch 
off the Far Eastern war becau se of a mistaken 
belief by the Reds that the time to strike is 
when America and Britain are farthest apart.

Pro p a g a n d a Ad va n ta g e 
There will, therefore, be a pu blic statement 
faying America favors a fou r-power confer­ 
ence to discu ss German u nification bu t not to 
take u p any Far Eastern issu es. It is difficu lt 
at this stage of the game to see what any fou r- 
power conference cou ld accomplish 
For, if 
there had been anything to negotiate on the 
part of the Ru ssians, tfiey cou ld have taken 
it u p wu th the American ambassador in Mos­ 
cow, Charles E. Bohlen, who speaks Ru ssian 
flu ently. No ambassador from any other cou n­ 
try has received any proposals that cou ld be 
the basis for a Eu ropean settlement. 
Bu t the Commu nists see a big propaganda 


advantage in a fou r-power conference. It en­ 
hances their prestige and keeps the Western 
world gu es.sing. If there h.ad been any real de­ 
sire to relieve tension, the Soviet and Red 
China gbvernments wou ld be showing it in con­ 
crete ways. Hu ndreds of Americans are still 
held prisoner in Red China. The Anglo-Soviet 
and the Franco-Soviet treaties have ju st been 
formally annu lled. And there is no let-u p in the 
propaganda of d^'mmciation. 
To notify the world, moreover, that Pre.si- 
dent Eisenhower’s recent corre.spondence with 
Mar.shal Zhu kov is meaningless, the Commu ­ 
nist leaders wrote an article for the marshal to 
sign which has ju st appeared in "Pravda” It 
denou nces the Western cou ntries as warmong­ 
ers. Also a meeting of all the satellites has 
been called at Warsaw to establish a Commu ­ 
nist military alliance, which has been celled a 
"Red NATO." as a cou nter-measu re to the 
West’s North Atlantic Treaty Organization, into 
which Germany now has been admitted.

Ba it o f Un ifica tio n 
All these moves add u p to a reaffirmation of 
Commu nist imperialism and aggressive pu r­ 
poses. bu t the top officials of Britain. France 
and the United State.s, pressed bv electorates 
which are swallowing appeasement talk, now 
have apparently decided to ignore the bellico.se 
moves of the Commu nists and to act as if 
they were not happening. 
Hence, there wil be pu blic statements made 
indicating a plan to work u p a fou r-power con­ 
ference. The signing of the Au strian treaty, 
which has been held u p for 10 years by Soviet 
strategy, is being hailed as a sign of the 
friendly pu rposes of the Commu nists. Actu ally, 
it’s a strategic move in the larger game, which 
aim.s to split Germany off from the West. 
Already inside West Germany, now a sov­ 
ereign state, the Commu nists have su cceeded 
in dividing the political parties by the.« e tactics, 
which hold forih the bait of u nification. 
It isn’t all sweetness and light, therefore, in 
Eu rope despite the proposed fou r-power con­ 
ferences and the plans to withdraw troops from 
Au stria after a new treaty is signed, The.se 
facts constitu te an u npleasant realism, bu t 
the Western world in the period prior to two 
world wars learned only the hard way. Maybe 
that will have to happen again.

Hospital Monday from injuries suf­ 
fered when he was stopped by Bob 
Boltfxi in the eighth round of a 
scheduled 10 rounder in Providence 
May 2. 
His death also marked the sec­ 
ond ring fatality In New England 
in five mcmths. Ed Sanders, 1952 
Olympic heavyweight champion, 
died Dec. 12, less than 24 hmirs 
after collapsing in the 11th round 
of a 12-round New England title 
bout with WiUie James in Boston 
Garden. 
The nation’s (^her fatality in 
1955 resulted when Bryan Thomp­ 
son, 23-year-old Philadelphia mid­ 
dleweight, died April 17. He suf­ 
fered a head injury when knocked 
out in the secwid round of a fight 
with Jerry Luedee of New Haven, 
Conn., in Trenton, N.J., Marclj 29 . 
Contreras left the ring under his 
own power after he was stoppct 
by Bolton.
